An indictment was returned yesterday 
by the Fulton county grand jury against 
sixty negroes, charging them with tha 
murder of County Officer Heard, who 
was fired upon and killed by a large 
party of negroes the night of Sep- 
tember 24, in Brownsville, near Clark 
university. All of the sixty negroes were 
presented in one indictment, and the evi- 
dence against them is said to be strong. 

Officer Heard was shot and killed while 
he and a posse, consisting of eight 
county officers and three citizens, under 
the leadership of Lieutenant Poole, of 
the county police, were patrolling the 
streets of Brownsville. The posse “had 
arrested eight negroes and disarmed 
them: and was proceeding up one of the 
bac kstreets of the village when a large 
party of negroes were descried standing 
together, nearly all of them having shot- 
guns. 

The posse advanced called upon 
the negroes to surrender, without a 
word in reply, the negroes opened up 4& 
murderous fusillade of shots upon the 
| officers, and immediately guns were fired 
‘at them from houses which flanked 
ithe street on both sides. Officer Heard 
| was instantly killed, and four others of 
the county police received minor wounds, 
The officers returned the fire, killing 


three negroes and wounding another. 
After returning sixteen true bills for 


various felonies, and one ‘‘no bill,” the 
grand jury took a recess until the morn- 
ing of Friday, October 12, when the in-

There are now in Atlanta 
whisky and 4 beer saloons, in which 
negroes can drink atall. These are on 
Peters, Decatuy and Martetta streets. 
Before the city council decided to wipe 
out the saloons, which were classed as 
dives, there were about fifty or sixty 
saloons in which the negroes could drink 
whisky and beer. Many of these were 
mixed saloons, that is, saloons in which 
both negroes and whites could drink. 
Under the new order of things there can

for saloon licenses had to state whether 
the place was for negroes or whites, 
This resulted in the number of negro 
saloons being reduced to eighteen.

It Is Said That Chinese Newspapers 
Are Opposing the Sending of 
Chinamen to the Isthmus, as 
So Many Died Under the 
French Regime. 


Washington, October 5.—The officers of 
the isthmian canal commission are busily 
engaged in examining the proposals re- 
cently submitted by contracting firms for 
furnishing Chinese labor for work on the 
canal at Panama. Because of the pecu- 
Har conditions surrounding the importa- 
tion and employment of aliens on this 
work, complicated in part by the adjust- 
ment of some international features 
which will probably arise, several wee&s 
must necessarily elapse before any con- 
clusions are reached and the contract 
ewarded. 

Some doubt is expressed whether con- 
tractors would be able to carry out any 
eontract which may be awarded for sup- 
plying coolie labor. Preferably on ac- 
count of climatic conditions the isthmian 
commission desires that any laborers sent 
to the isthmus shall cOme from the 
gouthern provinces of China, In that 
section reports received at the Chinese 
legation show that not a single Chinese 
mewspaper favors the emigration of 
Chinese to Panama, as the experiences of 
those who went there for the French 
canal company are still fresh in the 
minds of the people. ‘The Chinese were 
unable to withstand the conditions then 
existing, and it is said that about 70 
“per cent of those who went there died. 

Petitions from Chinese residents § in 
Central America have been sent to the 
government at Peking asking that it re- 
fuse its sanction to any proposition to 
permit fontract laborers to g0 from 
China to Panama. Thus far, however, 
the Chinese authorities have remained 
entirely passive in the matter. The sug- 
gestion has been made that if the Chi- 
hese government interposes an objection 
to permit the departure of coolies for 
labor on the isthmus, the contractors, as 
an alternative, may resort to the Philip- 
pine islands or to the Straits settlement, 
over which the Chinese government has 
no jurisdiction for laborers. Any con- 
tracts for furnishing ecoolie labOr which 
may be drawn by the isthmian canal 
commission will, before being executed, 
be submitted to the state department for 
inspection, with a view to avoiding any 
possibility of international complications.

Paris, October 5.—Thanh Thai, king of 
Annam, according to stories reaching

Baggage and Cab Company had been 
granted an exclusive privilege “by the 
terminal company to issue claim checks 
for baggage, by means of which any of 
the patrons of the cab company could 
have his or her baggage checked at the 
window of the baggage room, other per- 
sons intending to depart on trains leav- 
ing the termina] station who did not pat- 
ronize this particular cab company being 
compelled to first purchase a railroad 
ticket, after which they had to leave 
the depot and proceed. to an exposed 
driveway on the outside, personally iden- 
tifying their baggage on the wagon on 
which it might be loaded. The bill al- 
leged that: his constituted a monopoly, 
and was in violation of the law and 
rights of the pubifc. for which reason the 
court was prayed to grant a permanent 
injunction against such alleged unjust!

Those Figures Represent the 
Foreign Commerce 
of the Island, 


Washington, October 5.—The bureau of 
statistics of the department of commerce 
and labor tcday issued a bulletin on 
the foreign commerce of Cuba, showing 
that it aggregated over $200,000,000, per 
annum, the actual. figures being given as 
follows: 

Imports $95,000,000 and exports $1!1!0,- 
000,000. 

Of. the fimports 45 per cent were in 
1905, drawn from the Unrted States, and 
of the exports 86 exports were sent to 
the United States. It is stated that 
there has been a steady gain in the 
share of the imports drawn from this 
country, while the share of exports sent 
to the United States in 1905 was 86 per 
cent. 

Of the exports sugaf alone amounted 
to $63,000,000; tobacco crude and man- 
ufactured, $27,000,000, and fruits about 
$3,000,000. Of the imports, cotton man- 
ufactures were in round terms $9,\W.v,- 
000; breadstuffs, including rice, $9,000,- 
000; cattle, horses and mules $7,000,- 
000; meats, $7,000,000; machinery $6,- 
000,000; manufactures of tron and steel,

The authority-of the.commission to pre- 
ecribe such a@ rule is believed to rest in 
the Gteed law; reeéntly passed, ana the 
matter recently attained considérale 10- 
cal prominence ag a result of the coal] 
fight between the Southern and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville} the Southern refusing 
to switch to fhdustries located 6n ‘its 
private tracks in the ‘Atlanta’ district coal 
received over the lines of the Louisville 
and Nashville. : 

Argument was also concluded upon the 
petition of the citizens of Kite, Johnson 
county, who complained that the Wadley 
end Mount Vernon railroad is owned. and 
controlled by the Central of Georgia Rali- 
way Company in violation of the law and 
to the detriment of the citizens of that 
vicinity. The commission reserved de- 
cision, which will be handed down at its 
mext meeting on Wednesday. 

Argument was also concluded in the 
case of the Augusta Ice Company against 
the Central railroad, the petitioner con- 
tending that a longer period than forty- 
eight thours for unloading cars of coal 
should be allowed before demurrage could 
be charged by the railroads; that the 
cars had increased in capacity since this 
rule was framed by the commission, and 
that consignees could hot reasonably be 


expected to unload twice as much coal 


as the cars formerly held in the same 
space of time. The commission reserved 
its decision in this case also to Wednes- 
day. 


os Argument in Switching Case. 


In the switching rule cage the chief 
argument for the railroads was made by 
T. M. Cunningham, coynsel for the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway Company;, Rob- 
‘ert C. Alston, counsel for the Atlantic 
Coast Line; Captain Haskell, counsei for 
the Southern railway, and other attor- 
neys. 

The contention of the railroads was 
that the Steed law, passed by the last 
leg.slature, requiring rcilroads to furnish 
cars upon demand in such time as may 
ibe deemed reasonable and fixed by the 
commission in its rules prescribed for 
the carrying out of the law, and the 
transportation of freight to its destina- 
tion did not cOntemplate compelling one 
railroad to transport freight received 
over the line of a competing road to and 
over its own private #fde track. Attor- 
neys for the railroads contended that 
such a rule would amount to the tem- 
porary confiscation of private property, 
was utterly subversive of sound business 
policy—as had been decided by the state 
supreme, court in the case of fhe <Au- 
gusta Brokerage Company against fhe 
Central of Georgia Iiailway Company— 
and that the iegislature, if it contem- 
plated such construction being placed on 
the Steed iaw, was without the constitu- 
tional authority to pass such a law; fai 
the sum prescribed by rule 23 of fhe 
commission, $2 per car for switching, 
did not reimburse the railroad company 
for the cost of rendering such service, 
anyhow. ’ 

“The Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad,’’ said Mr. Cunningham, in his 
argument, ‘“‘is building a line from tha 
coal flelds of Alabama to Macon, Ga., 
where the Central has spent many thov- 
sands of dollars in terminal facilities. 
The merchants and industries situated 
upon the side tracks of the Central give 
it a great deal of business, and that is 
the sole season why the Central expend- 
ed money for sidetracks. Yet the Atlan- 
ta, Birmingham and Atlantic railroad, 
without termina] facijliti€g at Macon, in- 
sists that it should have the right to 
bring a carload of. coal from Alabama 
to Macon, in direct competition with the 
Central, and have the railroad commis- 
sion compel she Central to carry that car 
of coal to the consignee located on a 
private sidetrack of the Central.’ 

Mr. Cunningham further stated that 
the Atlantic Coast Léne, the Seaboard 
Air Line and the Central had large and 
almost 


being an interchange of courtesies which 
none of them were beund to practice. 


Argument on Transit Limit. 

After hearing thé argument by W. H. 
Barrett, for the petitioner, and T. M. 
Cunningham and Robert Alston, attor- 
neys for the Central of Georgia railway 
and the Atlantic Coast Line, the commis. 
sion reserved decision until its next meet- 
ing. 

Rule 10, prescribing the number of miles 
which a car must be hauled in twenty- 
four hours, ‘and the limit of time in 
which cars may be delayed in making 
up trains and switching at junctions and 
terminals, was brought up for fyrther 
construction, upon motion of the ‘com- 
mission. ae? : 

Recently the commission amended the 
rule so as to require carg to be hauled 
75 miles-in twenty-four hours, allowing 
twenty-four hours for switching, etc., at 
junctions and termfhals.

ordering its enforcement. 

Counsel on the part of the several rail- 
roads declared that it would be impos- 
gible to comply with the rule; that the 
average mileage of a car in a day was 
less’ than 25 miles in this state, this being 
attributable in a great degree to the 
poor quality of coal now burned in the 
locomotives, although the railroads 
bought the best coal obtainable.

Extending the Parcels Post. 

(From The Richmond News-Leader.) 

One of the serious questions to come 
before the next congress is the exten- 
sion of the parcels service of the United 
States postoffice system. The extension 
is said to be backed by a powerful 
lobby, maintained by the matl-ordes 
houses of the great cities. Its success 
will mean serious injury, if not ruin, to 
many retail stores in the country and 
the smaller cities. : 

On one side it is agreed that the ex- 
tension will be a great advantage to 
consumers and users, especially of dry 
goods,’“as it will enable them to pur- 
chase in their own homes at the prices 
charged in the larger cities and .will 
save them the retailers’ profit. On the 
other hand, it is contended that it is not 
fair to the retailer, who must pay 
freight rates, which are the same for a 
long distance as for a short one. The 
same 1!0-cent stamp which carries dress 
goods from New York to a town in New 
Jersey, 50 miles away, will carry the 
Same package to a town 2,000 miles 
away, but the storekeeper who must 
have his stock hauled 2,000 miles must 
pay for his distance. 


To get to the bottom of the matter, as

congressional district wil] determine at 
which of the sites offered in the district 

the school shall be logated. 

Two bids have been made, one from 
Cobb county and one from Bartow coun- 
ty, donating the number of acres required 
by the bill. The report of Professor 
Smith upon the qualities of the soils of 
these two sites will go far in determining 
which of the two will be selected. 

By the terms of the bill passed by the 
last legislature providing for the estab- 
lishment of these agricultural] schools one 
may be created in each of the eleven 
congressional districts of the state, it be- 
ing required that 200 acres of land be 
donated to the state, the location to be 
determined by the governor and the board 
of trustees in each district, the board be- 
ing composed of one trustee appointed by 
the governor from each county in the 
district.
